Central Government has entrusted the stretch from kilometer 18.600 to kilometer 
54.000 (Hyderabad Y=»d^ section) of National Highway No. 202 in the State of 
Andhra Pradesh to the Natioiifeu Highways Authority of India (hereinafter referred 
to as the “Authority"); 

And whereas, pursuant to the provision of sef'tion 14 of the National 
Highways Authority of India Act, 1988 (68 of 1988), the Authority has entered into 
an Agreement (hereinafter referred to as said agreement) with M/s Hyderabad - 
Yadgiri Tollway Private iiimited, having its registered office at “Sadbhav House”, 
Opp. Law Garden Police Chowki, Ellisbridge, Ahemdabad-380006, Gujarat, India, 
(hereinafter referred to as the “Concessionaire”), the successful bidder for bids 
submitted on 24.11.2009 for the development of Hyderabad - Yadgiri section from 
Km 18.600 to Km 54.000 on National Highway No. 202 (hereinafter referred to as 
the “said section”) to fotir Ian e divided carriageway and operation and maintenance 
of the said section. 

Now, therefore, in exercise of the powers conferred by section 8A of the National 
Highways Act, 1956' (48 of 1956), read with rule 3 of the National Highways Fee 
(Determination of Rates and Collection) Rules, ^2008 ( hereinafter referred to as the 
“Rules”), the Central Government, having regard to the expenditure involved in 
building, mmntenance, management and operation of the said section, interest on 
the capital invested, reasonable return, the volume of traffic and the period of the 
agreement entered into between the authority and the concessionaire, hereby 
notifies that there shall be levied and collected fees on mechanical vehicles for the 
use of the said section at the rate specified in columns (2) of the Table 1 for net 
road section length for use of the four and more lane sections ( hereinafter referred 
to as “base rate”) and at the base rates specified in the Table No.2 for
